The claims are deemed allowable because the prior art does not teach or reasonably 
suggest a cylinder head arrangement for a piston compressor having a suction gas channel 
defined between a retainer element and a valve plate, wherein the suction gas channel is defined 
between the retainer element and the valve plate, and extends from a radial outer edge, relative to 
a piston reciprocation axis, of the valve plate and/or the retainer element to the suction opening 
such that gas enters the suction channel between the retainer element and the valve plate radially, 
relative to the piston reciprocation axis.
